Seth Low, the renegade and hypocriti- 
cal reformer and chief obstacle in Re- 
publican success, is tonight the most 
despised man since Boss Tweed. Had it 
not been for him, 
certainly have been elected. 

But, as it is, the Republican party 
seems to stand on the brink of defeat. 
Van Wyck of French ball fame, thetool } 
af Boss Croker and John Sheehan of 
Tammany Hall, looms up as the next 
Mayor of Greater New York. His suc- 
eess was only made possible by a di- 
vided Republican vote. » ° 

Since the death of .Henry George, 
thousands of voters have been. swung 
into line for Van Wyck, but his success 
seemed assured even before this. * 

Henry George, the younger, will poll 
a considerable vote, but he possesses 
far less strength than did his dead 
father. 

Tonight the netet lobbies swarm with 
vaver'throngs of humanity, rushing to 
and fro to place money on the outcome 
tomorrow's _ 7verywhere 
most intense interest is manifested, but 
évery one concedes that Seth Low’s 
candidacy has insured the election of 
Tammapny’s candidate.

against them., Giving the Democrats 
all the advantage possible Ay counting 
doubtful counties in the Democratic 
column, they will not have enough 
votes to*control ‘a majority on joint 
ballot in the Legislature.

At George headquarters

CAMPAIGN OF SURPRISES. 


Four Notable Events Disturbed the 
Situation in New York. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—The most sen- 
Sational political campaign in the. his- 
tory of New York ended tonight. “Not 
a day for the past month has been void 
of exciting incidents: 
ago it seemed as though there would be. 
a straight fight between the Repub- 
licans and.Democrats, with the odds in 
favor of the latter on account of the 


opposition to the Rffnes liquor law, a 
Republican _meastye, which requires 
saloons to pay a hi license and _ re- 


main closed from 1 to 5 a.m. and re- 
main closed on Sunday. The law is 


born inhabitants of this city. Four 
Fevents have occurred which have in 
turn upset the calculations of the po- 
litical leaders. 

The first was the formation of the 
Citizens’ Union, Which drew its 
strength chiefly from the’ Republican 
party, and whose leaderS_ were so 
fiercely hostile to Senator Platt:»and 
his methods of directing the regular 
Republican organization that a coali- 
tion of all. the anti-Tammany forces 
Which Mr. Platt had repeatedly de- 
clared that he desired, was impossible. 
The Citizens’ Union leaders asserted 
that-the regular Republican organiza- 
tion and its manager were quite as of- 
fensive to good citizens as those of 
Tammany. 

The second startling event was the 
return from Europe of Tammany’s old 
leader, Richard Croker, or rather his 
immetliate assumption of the manage- 
ment of Tammany Hall. He swept 
aside all opposition and-—dictated the 
nomination of Robert A. Van Wyck 
for Mayor, and carried matters with 


defections from the wigwam. : 

The third epoch of the campaign was 
the call of Henry, George by the Dem- 
ocrats who believed in Thomas Jeffer- 
son to lead them in a fight for honest 
government. His Veterans in the cam- 
paign of 1886, when he polled 68,000 
votes, flocked,to his standard as -the 
soldiers of France did to the banner of 
Napoleon. returned from Elba, and in 
a few days Henry George. apparently 
lacking none, of a resources of war, 
way waging a fight that amazed all the 
political parties. From the Battery to 
the Bronx, from Staten Island to*Rock- 
away, he preached the rightS of man 
and denounced the*so-called party 
“hoss” with a fierce-energy that elec- 
trified the city. Last Thursday night 
the tide seemed to be flowing irresist-. 
ily toward George. On Friday came 
his death, an’event that moved New 
York as nothing has since the civil 
war. 

At the campaign headquarters to- 
night each party professes the utmost 
confidence, in victory tomorrow. The 
betting ‘ors Van Wyck, the Tam- 
many candidate, Seth Low ranking 
next. Old politicians are quoted as say- 
ing that the vote for young George 
“will not be large.

OMAHA (Neb.,) Nov. 1.—The inter- 
est of the United States government in 
the Union Pacific Railroad terminated 
at 11:45 o’clock this morning when, at 
the’ foreclosure sale of the mortgage 
held by the United States, the road was 
purchased by the committee of eastern 
capitalists formed for its organization. 
he full amount accruing to the 
United States from the sale cannot be 
given exactly, but is estimated to be 
$58,065,748.40. It was impossible to de- 
termine the full amount at the time of 
sale for the reason that the monthly 
statement made by the Secretary of 
the Treasury to the management of 
the Unien Pacific on the first of every 
month was not available today, and 
it was found_ necessary to esti- 
mate « some items, although it 
is admitted by both sides that the esti- 
mates are approximately correct. The 
amount due the government is made 


up as follows:

Chancery ‘Cornish, the auctioneer, took 
his place on the low stone step in front 
of the Ninth-street entrance. For over 
an hour a crowd had been gathering to 
witness. the sale, and with great difli- 
culty Mr. Cornish was able to get suffi- 
ciant room to enable him to” work. 
Finally he jammed -himself. back into 
the corner of the doorway, with one 
shoulder against the door and the other

BLANCO IN COMMAND. 


Gen. Bianco, the new captain-gen- 


- eral of Cuba, has arrived in Havana, 


and is now in command of the Spanish 
forces in the island. Gen. Weyler has 
embarked for Spain, and a new policy 
for the pacification of, the ‘Cubans is 
to be tried. The success or failure of 
the new regime must be determined by 
the future. 
Unfortunately for Spain and for Gen. 
Blanco, thé policy about to be inaugu- 
rated does not promise to be success- 
ful in the accomplishment of the ob- 
Jects for which it iszdesigned. In point. 
of fact it does not differ very materially 
from the policy pursued under the Wey- 
ler regime, except that it proposes 
some sort of autonomy. The intentions 
of the Spanish government in this re- 
gard have been so vaguely se# forth 


that up to the present time nobody 


seems to know just what system of 
home ‘rule is to be offered to Cubar 
Even Gen. Blanco, apparently, has no 
very definite ideas on this subject, for 
he makes no mention «° ‘t in the proc- 
lamation issued by upon taking 
formal demand of “Spanish army 
in Cuba. But it is not a matter of 
great importance, in any event; for au- 
tonomy: is not what the Cuban insur- 


‘gents are contending for at the present 


stage of the conflict. There was atime 
when propositions for autonomy would 
bave been Willingly accepted by the in- 
surgents. But that time is past, and it 


-4s now probably past forever. The Cu- 


bans now demand absolute political in- 
dependence, and will be satisfied with 
nothing less. This Spain positively re- 
fusess hence there is but little prospect 
that the terrible struggle will cease un- 
til one or the other of the combatants 
is so far exhausted as to be unable to 
continue the contest. 

In one respect the-condition of affairs 
in Cuba is likely to. be improved by 
Gen Blanco 
has the reputation of being a humane 
man, though a soldier. The inhuman 
modes. of warfare pursued by Weryler 
Will be succeeded, let us hope, by ‘meths 
ods more in accord with the practices 
of civilized: warfare. The butchery of 
women and children, the concentration 
and slow starvation of non-combat- 
ants, the murder of the wounded {fn 
hospitals, and the wanton destruction 
of private property by fire, are bar- 
barous crimes, not warfare. If these 
inhuman practices are abandoned un- 
der the new regime, the change will be 
a great gain for Cuba, for Spain, and 
for civilization itself., No- nation call- 
ing itself civilized can afford ta stand 
sponsor for such crimes against hu- 
manity. 

Gen, Blanco offers amnesty to all who 
will lay Gown their arms and submit 
to the authority of Spain. Gen. Weyler 
made the same offer, as did also his 


predecessor, Gen. Campos: but it had: 


little effect in pacifying the insurgents. 
It is not likely that ‘there will be a 
grand rush to accept amnesty at the 
present time, when the insurgents are 
stronger and better equipped than ever 
before, while the power of Spain is con- 
feasediy weaker, 
Gen. Blanco assures the insurgents 
that the war will be prosecuted with 
great vigor against those who refuse to 
lay down their arms, and he probably 
means what he says. But the insur- 
gent forces are not likely to be over- 
awed to any great extent by this an- 
t, as they know their own 
strength and the weakness of_their ad- 
versaries. 
. Altogether, the outlook for a’ cessa- 
tion of the Cuban war in the near fu- 
ture is far from auspicious. Present 
conditions seem to foreshadow a long 
‘continuance of the struggle, with viec- 
tory for Spain becoming less and less 
a probability. In the mean time, the 
position of the United States ‘im the 


premises will Gontinue to be decidedly 


unpleasant and more or less perplexing. 
If it becomes apparent that the efforts 
of the administration to bring about 4 
cessation of hostilites give no promise 
of success, when Congress ugain con- 
yenes, the formal recognition. of the 
belligerent rights of the Cubans by this 
government will probably be consum- 
mated, by joint action of the legislative 
-and the executive branches of the gov- 
ernment. This would be a serious 
blow to Spanish sovereignty in Cuba, 
and would greatly strengthen the cause 
of the insurgents, as it would open to 
them a source of supplies now prac- 
tically closed, and would thus enable 
them to conduct a far more vigorous 
¢ampaign than.ever before. The begin- 
ning of the end of Spanish’ misrwle in 
Cuba appears to be in sight.

A HOME PRODUCT IN THE CONCRETE. 


The question of a supply of hese is 
now before the Fire Cammissioners, 
and, as a corrollary thereto, the ques- 
tion of home products. If there is as 
good fire hose manufactured in Califor- 
nia as comes from the East—if it meets 
all tests as to strength, and is riot 
higher in price—it is the duty of the 
commission, not only in equity, but un- 
der the law, to patronize the home man- 
ufacturer. The Times-is given to un- 
derstand that a grade of fire hose is be- 
ing turned out of a San Francisco fac- 
tory equal to that made anywhere in 
the Unifed States, and that, according 
to the bids that have been submitted, 
it meets all demands as to price. If 
these are the facts, there. is-no shaddw 
-of- question as to whom the contract 
should be awarded; it should go to the 
home manufacturer. California prod- 
ucts, particularly of the mill and fac- 
tory, have to contend, not only against 
the cheap labor that rules in the east- 
ern manufacturing centers, but against 
other disadvantages that make it the 
bounden—duty of all Californians to 
purchase them in preference to the out- 
put of foreign establishments, all other 
things being equal, and the laws of the 
State have been wisely so framed as to 
be mandatory upon public officials to 
the effect that they shall purchase Cal- 
*ifornia -products. This law should be 
observed, not only because it is the lav, 
but because fair dealing as between 
neighbors would make such a law, it 
would seem, a work of supererogation. 
We are doing much talking about ad- 
vancing the eause of manufacturing in 
California, that money may be kept at 
home instead of, being sent abroad to 
the enrichment of foreign producers, 
and of late a special cambaign has 
.been on foot in the interest of home 
‘products, This matter of hose for the 
fire department is certainly a good

“T have. suffered in patience when 
my home was seized and I and my 
family were left poor,and homeless. I 
bowed my head in sorrowful resigna- 
tion when I was taken to prison, for 
this truly delightful law takes no heed 
of the wife and the helpless children 
when it seizes on the breadwinner. It 
knows and,cares nothing of Seized 
homes and broken. hearts. Am 1 to 
be silent and submissive now that. 
‘miy little baby is dead? Now that fhe 
grass covers the tiny coffin. Is there 
no remedy? Is not this persecution 
inhuman? Does it not go to. eyery- 
one’s. heart?” ‘

sion on vaccination, which has been 
holding sessions at intervals for the 
past two years, will declare in favor 
of optional vaccination, and Will rec- 
ommend the repeal of the law making ; 
the administration of the lympth com- 
pulsory. : 

The report of the commission will 
fill five big volumes of a thousand 
pages each, giving an enormous 
amount ef testimony, in addition to 
the opinions of the commissioners. 
Meanwhile, in England, the agitation 
against compulsory vaccination is as- 
suming gigantic proportions, and 
Within the past month forty-two 
benches: of magistrates and other 

inor judicial tribunals have refused 
% enforce the law against anti-vacci- 
nators, pending the publication of the 
conclusions of the royal commission. 

In face of such an accumulation of 
contrary opinions, it certainly cannot 
be claimed that the question of the 
efficacy of vaccination is no longer open 
for argument. Many other medical 
practices, such as bleeding, and the 
administration of large doses of mer- 
cury, have been strongly defended by 
a majority of the medical profession 
in former days, as vaccination now>is. 
In fact, it is not so very many years 
since a physician would have been 
“arrested for manslaughter, if he had 
neglected to extract blood from the 
veins of a fever patient. 

It is true that those who uphold the 
vaccination system produce some very 
strong arguments on their side. Dr. 
Schwalbe of this city, who was at- 
tached to the medical 
German army during the Franco-Ger- 
man war, and had charge of a small- 
pox hospital, noticed that the German 
soldiers, among whom vaccination is 
very strictly enforced, were almost in- 
variably free from the disease, while 
the French soldiers, a large propor- 
tion of whonrhad not been vaccinated, 
furnished numerous victims. It is 
also stated that in the La Plata region 
of South America, where vaccination is 
little practiced, smallpox is still a 
most deadly and dreaded disease, while 
Europeans who go there, and ‘have 
been vaccinated, are not attacked.

The term 
sets up a distinction which .does not 
exist in the United States, except in 
the morbid imaginations of a few nar- 
row doctrinaires, demagogues, fanatics, 
and .would-be “reformers.”’ Persons of 
this sort use the phrase to persuade 


distinctions which they picture in their 
own-abnormal minds do actually exist. 
They work upon the prejudices and the 
passions of men,’ until those who are 
weak enough to be, misled by 
come to believe that the entire coun- 
try is 4 great political and social bat- 
tlefield, that the people are arrayed 
against one another in hostile classes, 
and that the deadly enmity between 
these classes is growing year by vear, 
and ripening toward a harvest of blood. 

Such ideas are not only false, but 
pernicious. They poison the minds of 
the unthinking, and tend, more than 
any other influence, tc create and fos- 
ter the evil conditions which they por- 
tray. Théré is in reality but dne class 
in the United States—the people. Rich 
and poor, the educated and the igno- 
rant, belong to this class. <All are en- 
titled to the equal protection of the 
laws, to the enjoyment of equal 
rights and«to equal liberties. If 
any class distinctions are set up, 
by demagogues .or others, such dis- 
tinctions are contrary to thé spirit and 
the letter of our laws, statutory and 
fundamental’ Sueh arbitrary, false, 
unlawful and foolish distinctions can- 
not survive the test of truth and com- 
mon-sense. Those who seek to create

Gov. Brady’s Report on the Yukon 

Discoveries. ; 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—John G. 
Brady, Governor of Alaska, in his an- 
nual report to the Secretary of the In- 
terior, submitted today, says of the 
Yukon Valley: “Cassiar miners, who 
would spend their winters at Victoria, 
Fort Wrangell. and Sitka, would often 
express a desire to prospect the head- 
waters of the Yukon. The passes were 
held by the Chilkats, a tribe noted for 
its willingness to fight to maintain:its 
monopoly of the fur trade. These na- 
tives were jealous of the white men 
going in. In 1882, Edd Sheiffelin built 
a small steamer and, with a party of 
five, went up the river as far as Nulu- 
kit, where they wintered- The next 
season-they prospected till August. 
They found coarse gold everywhere. The 


the bars on Stewart River and its trib- 
utaries before 1885." Franklin discov- 
ered coarse gold at Forty Mile Creek 
in the fall of 1886. While Sixty/Mfle 
Creek and Forty Mile Creek pass over 
into British territory, nearly all of the 
gold diggings are on the American side. 
Year after year the field has beemwid- 
ening. But the miner is handicapped. 
Transportation is the great problem for 
the Yukon. . 

“The discovery of gold on the Klon- 
dike branch of the Yukon by George 
Cormack ‘in August, 1896, was, no 
doubt, largely by accident. However 
that may be, it has stirred up the world, 
The shipments of gold by the steamers 
told the story. Thousands started at 
once, and thousands more are waiting 
to be more certain, and it is well that 
they have done sa. Shipload after ship- 
load of gold-seekers and their freight 
have been rushed to the extreme limit 
of salt-water navigation, and there 
they have been literally dumped upon 
the beach, some above high water and 
some below. At Skaguay more than 
eleven: hundred locations were made 
and now the town of tents is giving 
way to the town of frame houses. 
These men have had a terrible time, 
but they are brave and startéd out to 
endure hardships. Take them as a 
class, they would rank far above the 
average manhood of the country. By 
hard work and bulldog tenacity some 
outfits went over the Skaguay trail and 
White Pass to the lakes and down the 
river. ‘If this pass is improved and 
kept open during the winter, it may be 
possible to put over hundreds of tons 
of provisions and have them ready at 
the lakes for the break-u in the 
spring.”

A Deadly Insult. 


Thinks New Orleans Sanitary. 
Authorities Have Enough to Do 
at Present if They Attend to 
Their Own Affairs—More [Fruit 
from Infected Localities, 


The New Orleans health authorities 
have plenty to do in attending to local 
affairs, without interfering with mat- 
ters in California. This is the dll-re- 
pressed opinion of some of the mem- 
bers of the California State Board of 
Health. 

Such a feeling has developed since 
President Ruggles of the State Health 
Board received a telegram the other 
day, which dispatch is supposed to 
have come from the Marine Hospital 
Service in New Orleans. 

The telegram said: ‘“Frui ssing 
through New Orleans rec@jves cer- 
tiflcate United States Marine Hospital 
Service, is perfectly free from infec- 
tion, and should not be fumigated by 
your authorities. Any such fumigation 
renders the fruit worthless and is ab- 
solutely unnecessary.” 

Dr. R. W. Hill of the State Board 
of Health was seen in San Pedro yes- 
terday regarding the matter. He said: 

“The State board has given me 
absolute control of all matters relat- 
ing to quarantine in Southern CAli-° 
fornia and will approve any action I 
may take in this line. 

“The new formaldehyde process of 
disinfecting fruit does not injure it a 
particle. Any one saying that it does 
evidently knows nothing about its ac- 
tion. The State Board of Héalth is ap- 
pointed’’*by the Governor of the State 
to look out for its sanitation. We do 
not interfere with the action of the 
New Orleans Board of Health, and 
don’t intend thatjit shall influence us 
in. the least in regard to our action in 
sanitary matters. I intend to have 
every carload of fruit coming from 
New Orleans or any other infected 
district disinfected by the, new for- 
maldehyde process. If any shipper is 
not willing to have his fruit disin- 
fected, I will forbid its admission to 
the State.”’

Alamitos to Have a Thousand 
Tons” Daily Capacity. 

A contract was signed here yester- 
day by the Los Alamitos Sugar Com- 
pany with E. H. Dyer & Co. of Cleve- 
land, O., for the immediate enlargement

Council Unanimously Overrides His

Veto ni@ssages have an irresistible 


fascination for Mayor Snyder. Even 
the harsh lessons ,of experience have 


failed to teach him that the prompt 


and unvarying consequence is a snub 
at the hands of the Council. Never- 
theless two results are achieved when- 
ever His Honor indulges in his pen- 
chant for opposing municipal legisla- 
tion, 

The first is the instant restoration of 
harmony in the Council. Discords are 
forgotten, party lines are ignored, and 
as one man to sit 
upon the city’s chief executive. — 


The second result accomplished is 
that Mr, Snyder's vetoes serve-as a 


much-needed reminder that he is stil 
the Mayor and the nominal bead of the 
city government. 

One more illustration of these facts 


nance that Was passed last Monday 
Was* returned t9 the Council “without 
approval.’ The comedy that has been 
so often enacted was played again, 


With an added feature Which mater- 
ially increased the interest. Two of 
the Councilmen took occasion to ad-

The Board of Health, as 
every member of your honorable body 
knows, has been, and is at this time, 
badly crippled in the discharge of i's 
duties by reason of the fact that it has 
absolutely no control over the deputies 
in the department,’ 

The ordinance returned by the Mayor 
Was passed last week. It provides that 
the Meat and Milk Inspector of the 
health department shall in future bea 
practical, butcher. instead of a veter- 
inary. The ordinance was the result of 
a conference between the Board of 
Health and the Finance Committee. 

As soon as the veto message had been 
read, the Council promptly prepared 
to administer the usual snubbing to the 
Mayor. . Before the vote was taken Toll 
rose to a question of ‘privilege: 

“IT do net believe,” he said with 
warmth, “‘that such a message as this 
should be permitted to pass without 
comment, even though it comes from 
the chief executive of the city. It rep- 
resents to the people that the health 
department is seriously crippled by dis- 
sensions and strife. It gives to the 
public the impression that the affaiis 
of the department are not properly ad- 
ministered: The facts do not warrant 
the Mayor's insinuations. The depart- 
ment is entirely harmonious with the 
possible exception of one deputy. The 
Council has proved its readiness to dis-

I censider the Mayor's message 
is In bad taste and wrong, and that 
the Council sheuld relieved from 
blame which it has not deserved.” 

Hutchison followed in the same vein 
and said that if there were insubordi-

Chairman Blanch- 
ard at first announced that the meeting 
would be held behind closed doors, but 
as there appeared to be no reason for 
such a proceeding beyond the natural 
aversion of the average Councilman to 
acquainting his constituents with his 
actions, the doors were finally thrown 
open. 

Cc. C. Wright, attorney for the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, stated that the material 
point of difference between himself 
and Jud Rush, the attorney for. the 
hackmen, was Whether hacks should 
be permitted to stand on the streets in 
the day time. Rush said that he did 
not represent expressmen, and,-in his 
opinion, they did not require the same 
protection that ‘should be accorded to 
hackmen. 

To this position President Silver todk 
prompt exception, declaring that no 
such distinction could be made. Sev- 
eral of the Councilmen voiced the same 
| opinion. 

It was finally agreed that the matter 
should be referred to the City Attor- 
ney, With instructions to draft an oar- 
dinance and present it at the afternoon 
session of the Council. 


AFTERNOON SESSION, 

The Hitching . Ordinance Finally 
Adopted. 

When the Council convened in the 


afternoan, Baker moved that the hear- 
ing upon the widening of Bellevue ave- 
nue be continued one week.

original form it failed to meet the 
views of the Councilmen and numer- 
ous conflicting amendments were of- 
fered.’ Hutchison moved a re-reference 
to the Board of Public Works, but this 
was happily averted by Nickell, who 
protested that» the board had had the 
matter long enough. 

As finally adopted the ordinance is 

as follows: 
. “Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to hitch any horse, mule or 
other animal, or to leave standing not 
in the immediate care of some person 
any carriage, buggy, wagon, cart or 
other vehicle with or without animals 
attached upon any public street of the 
city of Los Angeles herein described 
and set forth, between the hours of 7 
a.m. and 6 o’clock p.m. Said streets 
being as follows, to wit: Main street 
from Sixth street to Commercial street; 
Spring street from Sixth street to Tem- 
ple street; Broadway from Sixth street 
to First street: First, Second, “Third, 
Fourth, Fifth and Sixth streets frem 
Broadway to Main street; Court street 
from Main street to Spring street: Mar- 
ket street from Main street to Spring 
street, 2 

“Sec. 2 ‘It shall be unlawful for any 
person having the charge or control 
of any horse or horses, mule or mules, 
or any animal or vehicle used for hire, 
to suffer or permit horse or 
horses, mule or mules or other animal 
or vehicle to stand upon any street or 
portion of a street described in section 
1 hereof, between the hours of 7 o'clock 
a.m. and 6 o’clock p.m. while waiting 
for employment. This section. shall 
take effect January 1, 1898.” : 

Section 3 exempts the Chief and As- 
Sistant Chief of the fire department 
While in the discharge of their duties 
from the provisions of the ordinance:

Judge Shaw Decides That Brooks. is 
Entitled to 170 of the #4000 
Claimed, and That His Legal 
Services Were of NO Value, 


Judge Shaw has decided that J. 
Marion Brooks’ is entitle@ to some of 
the oney loaned to Congressman 
Charles A. Barlow with which to make 
his campaign last fall, but there is a 
glaring discrepancy between the 


amount of the judgment and the sum 


sued ‘for. THe claim upon which 
Brooks brought suit was $4000, half 
of which was charged to legal services 
rendered during the campaign. Bar- 
low admitted. having borrowed various 


sums of money~from Brooks amount- |

ing to $170. 
ingness to pay that sum, and Judge 
Shaw will now allow him the privilege 
of doing so. 

In his decision handed erence yes- 
terday afternoon, Judge Shaw says: 

“This is an action to recover of the 
defendant the sum of $4000, alleged to 
be owing to the plaintiff for money 
loaned and for services rendered by 
the plaintiff to the defendant. ‘Two 
thousand dollars is claimed for the ser- 
vices alleged and a like amount for 
money loaned. A bill of particulars of 


the account was demanded and fur- 


nished. 

“The defendant in his answer denies 
that plaintiff rendered any services for 
him otherwise‘than as a citizen and 
voter in support of defendant .as a 
candidate for Congress during ‘the po- 
litical Canvass preceding the general 
election in November, 1896. The evi- 
dence of both plaintiff and defendant 
sustains this denial.. There was, ac- 
cording to the evidence of plaintiff, 
some talk of suits for libel against 
certain newspapers during the cam- 
paign, but it is quite clear from the 
Whole of plaintiff’s testimony that, even 
if it is true that there was a consulta- 
tion, as plaintiff claims, in regard to 
the advisability: of beginning one or 
more such actions, nevertheless’ the 
object of such proposed proceedings 
was not to obtain damages or vindi- 
cate the character of the defendant, 


‘but solely to further his prospects as 


a candidate. It never was the intention 
to prosecute any such cases They 
were to be begun solely for political 
effect, as a part of ‘the conduct-of the 
political canvass on behalf of the de- 
fendant. The defendant, however, tes- 
tifies that no such consultation oc-: 
curred and that he never employed 
plaintiff to begin any such suits, nor 
received any advice about them. I am 
Satisfied that, if any such advice was 
given, it was given voluntarily and 
Without employment or expectation of 
compensation therefor: in fact, that 
it was mere casual talk, without any 
serious: intention by either party that 
anything was to be done about it. Such 
being the case, there can be no re- 
covery by the plaintif£g for any services 
in that connection. Concerning the 
services of the plaintiff as a citizen 
in support of Mr. Barlow as a candi- 
date for Congress, it is only necessary 
to say that no action can be maintained 
therefor. A previous request for such 
services is not a ground upon which 
the law will imply a promise to pay for 
the same. 

“In regard to the money loaned, the 
defendant in his answer admits that 
he borrowed of plaintiff certain sums 
amounting to $170, and for that sum he 
offers to allow judgment. As to all 
the other items, the defendant denies 
all the -allegations of the complaint. 
The evidence. consists chiefly of> the 
testimony of the plaintiff on one side 
and of thé defendant on the other. 


‘Bach was corroborated in some slight 


particulars as to’ collateral facts and 
circumstances, by the testimony of 
other witnesses. As to some _ small 
items the defendant was corroborated 
directly by his wife. There was some 
corroboration of the plaintiff in the 
testimony of Mr. Trask, which tended 
to show a tacit admission of or ac- 
quiescence in the justice of the plain- 
tiffs claim. But Mr. Trask heard only 
the Jast few words of a long conver- 
sation and what he did hear in the 
nature of an admission was equivocal 
and can be plausibly explained on an- 
other theory. On the whole, the cor- 
roboration has about ual weight on 
each side, and the casé depends on the 
credibility to be given to the testimony 
of the plaintiff and defendant respect- 
ively. The plaintiff testifies positively 
that he loaned the defendant several 
sums, 2mounting to over $1700. The de- 
fendant testifiés as positively that not 
a dollar of this money was loaned to dr 
received by him, or by anyone for his 
use. 

“After due consideration, I am un- 
able to decide which of these_emin: ai 
statesmen is the more truthful. I am 
therefore compelled toa resort fer the 


decision of this*case to the rule of law | 


which’ requires the plaintiff to produce 
a \preponderance of the evidence in

order to establish his case. The plain- 
tiff, having failed to do this, the find- 
ings must be in favor of the defendant, 

“Judgment will, therefore, be en- 
tered in accordance with the offer of 
the defendant in favor of plaintiff for’ 
$170, without. cost.” 


GRAND JURY CHOSEN. 


Judge Smith Asks That No Time Be 
Wasted. 

A grand jury was chosen in Depert- 
ment One yesterday and Judge Smith 
ordered the members to go to work 
and finish up the job as soon as possi- 
ble. Thirty names were drawn from 
the box, resulting in the following be- 
ing elected: W. J. Washburn, foreman, 
David Bayles, F. P. Boynton, Robinson 
Cahill, F. O. Cass, J. E. Courtriey, C. 
M. Davis, Milton-Frazier G. H. Frost, 
Harrison Fuller, Elon’ Hart, George 
Irvine, I. M. Kellar, John ‘Kenealy, 
Russel Kingcade, S. M. Landon, F. Ww. 
Partridge, G. H. Pike and ‘Charles 
Prager. 

Judge Smith made the usual charge 
to the jury, quoting the statutory in- 
structions, after which he proceeded to 
offer a little advice. 

“You have already been told what | 
the law requires of you, gentlemen,” 
he said, “but I want to warn you 
against a loose conception of its pro- 
visions. We have only recently dis- 
charged a grand jury, selected a year 
ago, which continued in session for 
nearly eight months. Their work was 
done thoroughly, it appears, and there 
is no necessity of going’ over the same 
ground that they covered. 

“Start in where the last grand jury 
left off, and finish up your work as 
soon as you can. There is no need of 
investigating every little detail in the 
criminal line, except to ascertain 
whether there is any one in jail who 
is being unjustly confined. 

“Above all, do not'.allow yourselves 
to be influenced by persons who may 


j come before you with a_— grievance 


which is entirely personal in its na- 
ture. There has been too much spite 
work in the past, and political schemes 
have proved the motive for much of 
the work thrown upon the grand juries 
during the past few years. J hope that 
you will not allow yourselves to be led 
into such a trap.” 

Judge Smith expressed the hope that 
the jury would finish its work by the 
first of the new year. 

In July last the Board of Supervisors 
employed Mrs. Clara V. Fowler to’ ex- 
pert the books of the county officers, 
as welt as those of the board. Mrs. 
Fowler has been constantly at work, 
and is nearly ready to report. The re- 
sultg@f her investigations, it is under- 
stood, will be laid before the grand 
jury. 


BLACKMAN CASE CONTINUED. 


But Judge Smith Grants the étder 
with Reluctance. 


W. R. Blackman, the defaulting ex- 
secretary of the Los Angeles Electric 
Company, was to have been tried for 
embezzlement yesterday in Department 
One of the Superior Court, but a con- 
tinuance was secured upon an affidavit 
presented by F. G. Finlayson, Esq., 
who, as one of Blackman’s attorneys, 
stated that the defense was not pre- 
pared to proceed with a trial of the 
case. In explanation the attorney 
stated that at the eleventh hour Ben 
Goodrich, Esq., who had been engaged 
as senior counsel, had withdrawn from 
the case because his fees had not been 
satisfactorily secured. 

Judge Smith granted the continuance, 
but. very reluctantly. The Blackman 
case had been allowed a week upon 
the calendar, and the trials of many 
important cases had been postponed to 
accommodate it. 

“If Mr. Goodrich were in court,” eons. 
cluded Judge Smith, “I would compel 
him to proceed with the case or fine 
him for contempt. I will not permit 
any further trifling with this court by 
attorneys on pata from a case be- 
cause of fees.”’ 

Mr. Finlayson explained that he was 
not able to go ahead with the case, as 
he had been engaged merely as an as- 
sistant, and was not familiar with the 
line of defense outlined by his former 
colleague. 

The case will come up for trial on | 
Thursday morning next.

Burkhart Says 


Mrs. She Got the 
Worst of It. 
Mrs. Beckie Burkhart filed suit yes- 


terday against C. A. Runnels, Loren 
Mershon and Chgriles Christensen to 
recover $500 alleged to haves been fraud- 
ulently obtained, and‘to rescind a con- 
tract of sale. She also prays for an 
order for the arrest of the defendants. 
‘Mrs. Burkhart alleges that on April 
14, 1897, Runels came to her and offered 
to purchase the furniture in the Ev- 
erett House, in exchange for which he 
agreed to transfer to her a one-half 
interest in a promissory note and mort- 
gage for $350 represented to be due on 
a certain piece of property in River- 
side county, about two miles from 
Pasadena. The property was described 
as being the west one-half of the north- 
east one-quarter of the northeasi one- 


quarter of section seven, township two 


south, range three west, San Bernardino 
base and meridian—consisting oftwenty 
acres. The land was further repre- 
sented as being of unusual fertility and 
adjoining a .tract upon which a well- 
known local real estate firm had loaned 
a large sum of money. 

Mrs. Burkhart charges Runels with 
having represented: . that Christensen 
purchased the property for $1000; that 
Christensen had come to him = and 
asked for a loan of $350 and that the 
money was furnished, a note and mort- 
gage being given as security for the 
loan: A one-half-interest in these se- 
curities Was accepted by Mrs. Burk- 
hart in exchange for her furniture. 

Several weeks after the “transaction 
Mrs. Burkhart instituted an investiga- 
tion. Interest on the mortgage had 
come due and no money to cancel the 
obligation was forthcoming. Christen- 
sen was found and’a demand made 
upon him for the amount due. When 
the claim was presented he professed 
ignorance as to the transaction in which 
he had appeared as a principal figure. 
He had never signed a mortgage or a 
note, he said, and, furthermore, had 
never owned the property upon which 
the obligation was based. A few days 
later. however, when the matter had 
been placed in the hands of an attor- 
by Mrs. Burkhart. Christensen 
made a statement to the-effect that 
Runels. had approached him one. day 
with a paper which he had been given. 
to believe was a bond, and requested 
him to sign it as a personal favor.

Court Decrees Upon Matters of 


Every-day Occurrence. 


A claim that a bank was bound to 
apply to the payment of a note which 
it held a deposit of the first indorser 
was denied in First National Bank vs. 
Peltz (Pa.,) 36 L. R. A. 832, where the 
note was made for his accommodation 
so that he, and not the apparent maker, 
Was, as between themselves, primarily 
Mable upon it. . 

A license tax on a bicycle used for 
pleasure is held, in Davis vs. Petrin- 


ovich (Ala.,) 36 L. R. A. 615, to be

Why are'¥lowers Fragrant? 
[New York Independent:] The great 


Jeading object in nature in providing 


nectar and fragrance in flowers is still 
a@ subject of discussion in scientific 
journals. That some flowers are un- 
able to fertilize themselves and must 
have the aid of insects is certain, and it 
is also certain that im many cases the 
fertilization # accomplished for the 
sweets which flowers furnish. But these 
well-ascertained facts cover but a 
small portion of the ground. 
The fertilization is as often accom- 
lished by insects in search of pollen as 
n search of honey; but it is not con- 
tended that pollen is given to flowers 
‘fn order to make them attractive to 
insects, as.is said of the sweet secre- 
tions. It is believed that nectar must 
be of some direct value to the plant, as 
well as the pollen, and the effort is 
to find out what is the chief office of 
nectar in the life history of the flower. 
Since thought has been turned in this 
gt a a new class of facts is being 
recorded 


In California grows a lupine (Lupinus 
confertus,) which often takes exclusive 
possession of large tracts of land. It 
does not yield a particle of nectar. It 
has bright crimson-violet. fowers, and 


these are produced in such. abundance 


that the color of the mass may be 
noted at long distances... But it has 


fragrance. This is so powerful that the 


traveler notes it long before he meets 
with the growing plants. The pollen- 
collecting insects visit the flower in 
great numbers. It is believed that 
cross-fertilization can be effected by 
these pollen-collecting intruders. At 
any rate, the fragrance. would be 
thrown away if it were provided for 
the mere sake of advertising for insect 
aid—as the other numerous species of 
lupine which have no fragrance are as 
freely visited by bees for the sake of 
the pollen as is this species. _ 

The cross-fertilization is effected as 
freely without fragrance as with it. 
point has been made before, 
though with no reference to the philan- 
thropic questions involved. Fragrant 
flowers are the exception, not the rule. 
In some families of plants, where there 
may be several scores of ‘species, only 
one or two are fragrant. This ha@ been 
especially noted among the wild species 
of violet. But no one has so far been 
able to note the slightest advantage in 
life economy which the 6weeét-scented 
ones possess over the odorless ones.

In the first place, with San Diego an- 
nexed to Arizona, the problem of a 
railway direct east from San’ Diego 
will be solved. Another advantage: 
San Diego, instead of being a fourth- 
rate city of a State, as she now is, 
would be the seaport and metropolis of 
one of the best mining States in the 
Union, and instead of having to take 
what the other cities of the State do 
not want in the way of appropriations 
for harbor improvements, as is now the 
case, would have a united delegation in 
Congress to demand a fair share of the 
harbor appropriations. It would also 
give the city some prominence in State 
politics, something not now enjoyed. 

San Diego today. is heavily handi- 
capped by the rest of tthe cities of ‘Cal- 
ifornia in her heroic struggle to forge 
ahead, but once annexed to Arizona, 
she would immediately 
front as the most important commercial 
city in the State and would have little 
trouble in maintaining a prominent po- 
sition among the other cities of this 
Coast. 

San Diego can never achieve the 
prominence that her harbor entitles her 
to while other cities of her own'’State 
are so jealous of her, consequently we 
heartily second.the motion of the Rec- 
ord ‘to annex San Diego city and 
county to Arizona, It is a good sugges- 
tion.—[Hear! hear!]

Arizona. 


[National City Reeord:] The /advo- 
cates of State division, who are nu- 
merous in this county, do not probably 
realize that the fulfillment of their 
wish is attended by difficulties much 
greater than those of the proposition 
advanced by this paper. It may be 
set down as an indisputable fact that 
California can never be divided with- 
‘out the codperation of Los Angeles, in 
the first place, and the consent of 
the northern part of the State in the 
second. Neither of these could be ob- 
tained today, nor will Los Angeles, 
while given her legitimate share of 
State patronage, take the lead, as she 
must to make it successful, in a State 
division movement. 

It is folly for the San Diego State 
Division League to think that this 
county can be the leader in a State 
division movement. Los Angeles and 
the country tributary to it embrace the 
bulk both of the population and of 
the wealth of Southern California, and 
at the very beginning must take the 
lead.

will have a certainty of doing some 
of the ‘wagging ourselves.

Manunufacture of Olive Oil. Begun. 
New Machinery Introduced. 
POMONA, Nov. 1.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.) D. H. McEwen’s olive mill, formerly 
known as the Howland mill, at North Po- 
mona, began operations for the year today. 
Mr. McEwen has bought 2 tons of olives tn 
t vicinity of Pomona, Ontario and Rinccn, 
which will be worked at this mill, in additién 
to the oil olives on his thirty-acre orchard, 
and these will be delivered rapidly from this 
time on. Since purchasing the mill the 
present owner has made extensive impfove- 
ments, one of which is new to the olive-oil 
industry. Lieretofore all the mills have used 
gravity filters, which has necessitated the ex- 
posure of the oil for a long time to air and 
dust, making a large amount of labor neces- 
sary in purifying ‘the oil. Mr. McEwen has‘ 
installed a Sperry--filter, stich as is used in 
beet factories and for the handling of other 
kinds of oil. With this apparatus the oil is 
driven through paper and cloth filters under 
a pressure of sixty pounds to the square inch, 
making the process much more rapid and 
saving labor greatly and at the same time 
reducing the risk of the oj] becoming in any

The pickling of olives has as yet begun only 
on & small scale, but Pomona. will put up a 
larger Quentity of the.fruit in that form then 
ever before, as large quantities have. been 
bought here and in neighboring localities, 
and it can be said that the olive crop of 
Southern California is now pretty well cen- 
tered in the hands of two or three parties 
who are making Pomona one of their promi- 
nent centers. When the fruit is shipped 
East this year it will be by these large 
dealers, whose interest will be large enough 
to, warrant them im crowding their goods cn 
the markets, and it is believed that better 
results will follow than in previous years 
— the fruit has been marketed in small 
ots.

GREAT. GUNS. : 


Murderer Ebanks Returns for His 
Second Sentence—A Young Mext- 
ean Attempts to Commit Suicide.

SAN DIEGO, Nov.*].—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The first of the large guns to defend 
this Port from foreign foe has arrived.

How the Words Came to Be Adopted 
as a Motto for Coins. 
{Rochestet, N. Herald:]) Mr.#Pres- 
ton, Director of, the Mint, has run 
, down the/origin of the motto, “In God 
We Trust,’’-to be found on-‘our coins. 


a motto came probabty from W. KR. 
Watkinson ‘of Ridleyville, Pa., who 
signed himself a “minister of the gos- 
pel.’ His letter to Secretary Chase on 
the subject was dated November 13, 
1861. He said: 

‘*You are probably a Christian. What 
if our republic were now shattered be- 
yond recognition? Would not the anti- 
quaries of sueceeding centuries rightly 
reason {rom our past that we were a 
heathen fation? What I propose is 
that instead of the Goddess of Liberty 
we shall have next inside the thirteen 
stars a ring inscribed with the words 
‘perpetual union,’ within this ring the 
all-seeing eye, crowned with a halo; 
‘beneath this eye the American flag, 
bearing in its tleld stars equal to the 
number of the States united; in the 
folds of the bars the words, ‘God, lib- 
erty, law.’ This would make a beauti- 
ful coin, to which no possible citizen 
could objeet. This would relieve us 
from the ignominy of heathenism, Th 
would place us openly under the divine 
protection we have personally claimed. 
From my heart I have felt our ng- 
tional shame in disowning God gs-not 
the least of our present national ‘disas- 
ters. To you first, I address a subject 
that must be agitated.” 

Whether moved by this letter or not, 
Secretary Chase wrote as_follows,, on 
November 20, a week later, to the Di- 
rector of the Mint in s#’hiladelpnia: 
“No nation can be strong except in the 
Strength of God or safe except in His 
defense, The trust of our people in God 
Should be declared oun our national 
coins. -You will cause a device to be 
prepared without unnecessary delay 
With a motto expressing in the fewest 
and tersest words possible this. na- 
tional recognition.” As it was found 
that the Director of the Mint had no 
authority over the mottoes to be placed 
on our coins, 
law ‘passed in 1837 provided for them, 
he prepared his designs and submitted 
them to the Sécretary. The mottoes 
Suggested were: ‘‘Our Country; Our 
God,”’ afid “God Our Trust.’ In reply 
the Secretary wrote: “I approve your 
mottoes, only suggesting. . that 
the first should hegin. with ‘Our God,’ 
so as to read, ‘Our GOdd and Our Coun- 
try,’ and that the motto on the shield 
should be changed so as to read, in- 
stead of ‘God, Our Trust,’ ‘In God We 

An act was -passed April £2, 1864, 
changing the composition of the 1-cent 
piece and authorizing the coinage of 
the 2-cent piece. It provided also that 
the devices of the coins should be fixed 
by the Director of the Mint, with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. In accordance with this provision 
the motto, “In God We Trust,” was 
placed on the new bronze 2-cent piece. 
By other acts it was provided that it 
should be placed on certain silver and 
gold coins.

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SAVE GOOD -FOOD. 


Good Samaritan } Mission Will Col- 
lect it for the Foor. 


Gin J. A. Frazier, manager of the 
Good Samaritan Mission, No. 759 San 
Fernando street, has adopted a new 
plan for his work in behalf of the poor 
during the coming year. Last winter 
the distress was so great that Capt. 
Frazier found it almost. impossible to 
supply food for those in desperate need. 
His plan nowW is to have a thorough 
canvass made of the city; to find out 
just where the greatest need exists, and 
also, Where the food can best be ob- 
tained for supplying the wants of the 
extremely, poor. To this end, as much 
as possible will be gathered up ‘of the 
food that is wasted daily at hotels and 
restaurants. Many of these are more 
than willing to give if the food can 
only be collected and*taken care of 
properly for distribution. 

This does not mean the collection of 
kitchen refuse, but of the loads of 
good: and well-cooked food which are 
daily taken back to the kitchen after 
the serving of abundant or elaborate 
orders. , Enough excellent food to feed 
every poor and hungry family in the 
city is thrown away eyery day. 

It is Capt. Frazier’s purpose this 
Winter to give special attention to the 
relief of suffering families. Hitherto 
all his efforts have been directed to- 
ward the assistance of the men who 
drift into the city every year as reg- 
ularly as. the seasons come around. 
Plenty of work can be found. for these 
men this year, and help is needed now 


by the women and: children, 
In the work of collection and dis- 
tribution, two wagons will be ‘re- 


quired, and money will be needed to 
pore hase or hire the teams and drivers: 
Capt. Frazier hopes to secure contribu- 
tions in monthly installments in guffi- 
cient amounts to pay the expenses of 
the work.
